Where the Converfation ran upon the ticklith Situation of 
Curt-Minions and Minifters of State: Every one in the 
Uompany related the Hiftory of fome unhappy. Man who 
cemed for a long time to have been the Child of Fortune 

: es the Favourite of his Prince ; but who at laft, either by 
ine Artifices of his Enemies, or his own Infolence or Avartce, 
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fell al] at once from that ftupendous Height fo which his 
Ambition had made him climb. My Head was full of thefe 
Stories when I went to Bed, and I no fooner fell aflee 
than I found my felf, I know not how, in the midf of 3 
moft fpacious Hall and a Multitude of People. At the Up 
per-end of the Hall fat a Man with a comely Afped, and 
majeftick Behaviour, who attracted the Eyes of the whole 
Affembly. He wore a Crown upon his Head, and helda 
golden Sceptre in his Hand: ‘The Throne on which he fat 
was placed on a lofty Effrade at 2 prodigious Height above 
us; notwithitanding which fo great was the Brightnefs of 
thofe Carbuncles and other precious Stones with which his 
Crown was enriched, that he was much more vifible than any 
other Perfon in the whole Place: The Luftre of his Diadem 
alone placed him in the moft confpicuous Point of Light, The 
Crowd below had their Eyes conftantly upon him, and could 
not only fee all his 4éions, but thought they difcovered by 
his Looks the very Sentiments of his Heart. . With a Motion 
of his Hand and a gracious Smile, which did not feem poin- 
ted at any particular Perfon, he feemed to invite us all in 
general to mount the Eftrade and approach his Throne. This 
amiable Deportment infpired the whole Company with an 
ardent Defire to do as they conceived they were commanded. 
Every Man prefied to get near the Eftrade, to which there 
Were three feveral Afcents, confifting each of an hundred 
Steps. I found my felf feized like the reft of the Company 
with a ftrong Ambition to mount the Eftrade, and get neaf 
the lovely Perfonage who fat upon the Throne. After a 
good deal of fqueezing and joftling I managed matters fo 
fuccefsfully that I got at laft to the Foot of the Eftrade, and 
was juft about to mount the Steps which led to the Topo 
it, when the odd Materials of which I found thefe Steps 
were compofed obliged me to {top fhort, and confider them 
more attentively. I found there were three Afcents, 4% l 
have already faid which led to the Throne, and that the 
Steps of all of them were extreamly narrow, and more It 
fembled the Steps of a Ladder than fuch as I conceived ought 
to form the Paflage toa Royal Throne. I found likewile 
that they were placed at yery unequal Diftances, which mu! 
confequently render their Afcent both dangerous and painfel ; 
but tho’ they were all alike in thefe Particulars, the Materials 
of which they were compofed were very different. 
I obferved, to my great furprife, that fome of the Steps 
the middlemoft Afcent were compofed of Treaties, Conver 
r tiOns; 
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tions, Letters, Memorials, and Patents; fome of which 
had Imperial Seals appendant to them; other Steps of this 
Afcent were formed of Books, Bundles of Pens, large Quan- 
tities of Wax, and Roles of Parchments ; a great Number 
of Bags were likewife interfperfed here and there ; 1 obferved 
that fome few of thefe Bags were filled with A/oney, but that 
much the greater Part were fwollen up with nothing but 
Wind; and were very artificially cemented together with 
feveral little Twigs of Bays and Lawrel. 

The Materials which formed the Steps of the Afcent on 
the Left Hand of the middlemoft were ftill more odd and 
whimfical; the Steps of that Afcent were compofed of 
Flasks, Bowls, Glaffes, Dice and Cards; of Fowling-Pieces, 
Fifhing-Nets, and Hunting Horns; of all Sorts of Mufical 
Inftraments, of Mafques, and Mafquerading-Habits, and of 
feveral Female Trinkets and Implements, fome of which 
made me Blufh even in my Sleep, for which Reafon I do not 
think ftto mention them. All thefe fevera] Materials were 
blended and mixed one among another after a very agree- 
able Manner: I obferved that the Contexture or Cement 
by which they were joyned and kept together were T wigs 
of Jane and Ivy. 

‘The Steps of the third Afcent, or that which lay on the 
Right-Hand of the middlemoft, were compofed of a pro- 
digious Number of Inftruments of War; of Pikes, Mufquets, 
Swords, and Daggers ; of Piftols, Helmets, Breaft-Plates, 
and Cuiraffes ; all thefe were ranged together with fo much 
Variety, andNo interwoven with Branches of Palm, that tho’ 
they did not look fo beautiful and agreeable as thofe laft 
mentioned, and tho’ the Struéture they compofed was far 
from being regular, yet there was fomething in it which look- 
ed noble and awful, In fhogt, the Materials which com- 
pofed this Afcent feemed to me to be more fubftantial and 
durable than any of the former ; but upon a clofer Infpeétion, 
I found here and there concealed among the Arms, feveral 
Begs and Barrels of Gun-Powder ; not far from which lay 
4 great Number of Fuzees and lighted Matches; which 
feemed to threaten the whole Machine with fudden De- 
ftruion, 

l'ho’, as I faid before, I had a violent Inclination to mount 
the Eftrade, and cet near the Throne, yet, upon the Sight 
of the Steps by which I found it was neceffary ] muft afcend, 


allmy Ambition left me at once: I fell back again — 
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the Crowd to make Room for others who were preffing for- 
ward, and refolved within my felf to remain a bare Spetta- 
tor of whatever might happen. 

I obferved that the Crowd of People about the three Afcents 
was fo great that they prevented one another from mounting, 
No fooner had any one Man got upon the firft Step but he 
was pulled down again by thofe behind him. This Scene 
was diverting enouch for fome Time: At laft three Perfons, 
in fpight of all the Attempts to keep them down, mounted the 
three feveral Afcents, and foon got out of the Reach of their 
Rivals, As they were now ina Situation above us, tho’ no- 
body had taken any Notice of them before, they immediately 
drew the Eyes of all the Affembly upon them. The Perfon 
who mounted the middlemoft, Afcent, was a portly Man, 
and made no ill Appearance, tho’ his Limbs were fome- 
what clumfly put together. He who mounted the Afcent 
on the Rieht-Hand of the middlemoft was a tall thin Man 
of a fallow Conplexion, and fomewhat hollow-eyed. I 
was furprifed to fee that the Perfon who mounted the third 
Afcent wore a Mafque upon his Face ; I thought he did fo for 
fome Time ; - upon my obferving him more attentively, 
[I found that what I had at firft taken for a Mafaue was really 
his natural Countenance; the Features and Lines of which 
were fo very odd, and ftrongly charged as occationed my 
falling into the Miftake I have mentioned. 

Each of thefe three Adventurers continued to mount the 
Steps of that Afcent, by which he had determined to get near 
the ‘hrone with great Courage and Refolution: “Tt was 
nevertheleft evident to us who ftood below them, that they 
met with very great Difficulties. Thefe were chiefly occa- 
fioned by the whimfical Materials, of which thofe Steps 
by which they mounted were, compofed: I obferved in pat-

another, and lie clofe together fo as to afford him any firm 
footing. He was fo enraged at the Stubbornefs of the’ Mé 
terjals » that he tcre a great Number of them in p 1eCes 5 
after 
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after which with a lufty Stride, he made a fhift to pafs over 
the reft, and get upon the Step next above them, I like- 
wile obferved that the whole Frame of each of the Afcents, 
by which our three Heroes were mounting, was often agi- 
tated ina moft violent Manner ; and that thefe fudden Shocks 
were occafioned by feveral Yerfons who ftood at the Foot 
of each Machine, and feemed by fhaking the whole Fabrick, 
to endeavour to fling off thofe who were mounting upon it, 
Their Attempts however had no other effe&t than to make 
our Heroes advance with the nye Circumfpection, They 
now and then indeed flung down a Look of D:/dain upon their 
impotent Enemies, but ftill continued to make the beft of 
their Way towards the Throne.

‘airs behind the T hrone :e, and that thefe Stairs were fo ex- 
rene, narrow, that a Man could hardly fqueeze up thro’ 
mr ; that even after they had made a fhift to finifh this Piece 
= W ork, they had the Mortification to find that DECEIT 
and F ; ‘LSHOOD had likewife built up a private Paflage, by 
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more Ea/e than by thofe narrow Stairs which they them. 
felves had taken fo much Pains to raife. 

My Neighbour had hardly done {peaking, when turning

The uncertain State the Emperor is in with Regard to the 
Palatine and Bavarian Houfes, is a great Bar to his Mea- 
fures. The Court of Vienna has left no Stone unturned to 
gain over thefe Princes tothe 4uffrian Interefts, but all Means 
that have been made ufe of are hitherto ineffectual, in Cafe 
of a War in the Empire, thefe two Electors will probably 
fend their Quota of Troops to ferve under the Imperial 
Banner: But yet this may not hinder them from lending a 
more confiderable Aid to the oppofite Side. 

Prince Eugene, having received feveral Expreffes, with 
very important Difpatches from J:a/y, is preparing his Field 
Equipage.

ETTERS from Warfaw advife, that King Staniflaus 
fwore to obferye the Paé?a Conventa, in the Collegiate 
Church of that City, September the rgth, with great Solem- 
nity. The zoth, the Crown Regimentary, Mr. Poniatowski, 
refigned that Poft, and the King gave it immediately to Mr. 
Potoski, the Primate’s Brother. The 21ft, the King appeared 
publickly in the Drawing Room, and had a numerous Court. 
‘The Ruffian Horfe, to the Number of near eight T houfand, 
was expected that Day or the next in that City. Both the 
King and the Primate had fent away their moft valuable Ef 
fects and were preparing to follow them, but whether to 
Dantzick or Leopsld is not yet known, ‘The Senate hav¢ 
authorized the King to fummon the Nobility to the Field, 
and all other poffible Difpofitions are making to give the 
Aujfians a warm Reception. 

Letters of the 22d from Warfaw advice, that the Rujfran 
Van-Guard arrived there that Morning ; and that thereupon 
the King and the Primate, and their Party retired. 
Ruffian Infantry was then about four and twenty Leagues 
oft, but were marching in two Columns to join their Cavalry, 
In the mean Time the Lithuanian Faétion do not fcruple 
mow to declare publickly for the Elector of Saxany, Some 
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think their Intention is to unite the Dutchies of Lithuanta 
and Courland into a feparate State, with a King, or fome 
other chief Magifirate of their own; under the Protection 
of Rujffia. 

Letters of the 23d from War/aw, confirm the Retreat of 
the new King and the Primate from that City the Evening 
efore. His Departure caufed at firft a great Contternation, 
but this is much appeafed fince the Marquis de Monti, who 
remained behind, affured the Inhabitants, that his Matter 
would fupport K. Stanflaus with ail his Forces, It is faid that 
he is arrived at Marienburgh, and waits there in Expeétation 
of the Arrival of the French Fleet, with which his Majefty 
expects a confiderable Body of regular Troops, They fay 
the Fleet, after having landed thefe Troops, is to fail for 
Sweden, in Order to tranfport a far greater Number from 
thence; which when arrived and united with the Polifh 
Troops, and the Nobility, who are fummoned, under fevere 
Penalties, to take Arms, will, they hope, be fufficient to 
repulfe the Rujfians. ‘The new Crown Regimentary is very 
affiduous in getting his Troops together, and propofes to add 
three thoufand Men from his own Palatinate of Kiovia. On 
the other Hand, eight hundred Men of the Crown Troops 
are gone over to the Opponents, 

The French Fleet lies yet at Copenhagen waiting for the 
Repair of their Rear-Admiral’s Ship. This Fieet appears to 
be doubly manned, ‘The Ruffian Squadrons are united, and 
ride now, to the Number of fix and twenty Menof War 
and Frigates off Bornholm,

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Rody, it was bv his Orders and Directions, that he was go- 
ing to publith Dr. Tindal? s Works. Mr. Budgell, to whom the 
Doctor had left his 7V/ritings revijed by himself, with a De- 
fon, that a much better Edition of them fhould be publifhed 
than the World has yet feen, could no longer bear to fee his 
deceafed Friend thus abufed, and the Publick thus impofed up- 
on, To prevent both, he was at the Expence of a great 
many Advertifements in the News-papers, and fent us that 
Letter, which we inferted in our Bek N° X XIX, but with-

out once fouling his Pen with the Name of Curil. Upon 
this, Curll publifhes a moft infamous Advertifement, figned 
with hisown Name againft Mr. Budgell ; in this Advertile- 
ment he publifhed a pretended Letter of Mr. Badgeli’s to a 
certain Lady, and likewife fome Lines out of a pretended 
Letter from the Rev. Mr. Tindall the late Doétor’s Nephey', 
and ‘ore 0° his Executors, to himfelf: but the moft infamous 
Pat: of all his Advertifement was, his unparallelled Impudence, 
in pretending to have an Intimacy with Mr. Budgell. 

We do hereby publickly declare, that if any Proof can be 
made, that Mr. Budgell has the leaf? Intimacy with Curl/ the 
Bookfeller, we will believe whatever his greateft. Enemies 
can fay of him; and that whatever our Opinion may be of 
his Wit and Learning, we fhould think it a Di/grace to be 
engaged with him any longer in this Work ; but fince we 
have his Leave to fay what follows, fince we have the /rong- 
(ff Proofs of the Matters of Fa&, and know fome of them 
to be true ourfelves, we thall do him Juftice upon this Head. 
Curll, for about thefe fificen Years laft paft, has been conti- 
nually teazing Mr. Budzell with *his Letters: In fome of 
thele Letters he defired his Favour, in others he pretended he 
could do him wonderful Services, and make mighty Difesveries, 
it he could but be admitted to peak to him.

Curll with her. “Curl! immediately defired his Favour as 
he called it, and that they might be better acquainted. Mr. 
Budvel/ told Aim, he did not think that mece/Jary. To thew 
what a Man of Confequence he was, Mr. Curll had the Af- 


furance to affirm, that Mr. Pain had lately been at his Houfe 
to get him to 
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draw up their Cafe, and write for them againft Mr, Budgell ; 
that Sir Robert Walpcle fent to him for his Affiftance, and 
to defire his fudgment and Opinion, in whatever related to 
Printing, Pamphiets, and Libels, That for a very extraordj- 
nary }OBB, of which he gave an Account, Sir Robert Wal. 
pole had given him with his own Hands, a Bank-Bill for 
Fifty Pounds ; that he afterwards fent him to his Brother 
Townfbend, who gave him another Bank-Bill for Fifty Pound; 
for the very fame Joss: That Sir Robert was the beft Cuf- 
tomer he had, that he owed him a Bill at that very time, 
that he could fee him whenever he pleafed, and could perfuade 
him almoft to do any thing. Mr. Budgell was fo fhocked 
and amazed at this Difcourfe, which he was fure contained 
either the moft infamous Falfhoods, the ba/fe/t Treacheries, or 
a mixture of both, immediately left the Room without ma- 
king him any Anfwer.

She did Mr. Budgell the Honour to dine 
with him as he defired; condefcended to ask his Pardon 
for what had happened, affured him (and Mr. Budee!l be- 
lieves her) that when fhe heard he was coming fhe fent 
her own Maid to acquaint him that Curl/ was at her Cham- 
bers, but that fhe had found by her Servant Cur// himfelf 
ran after her, and defired her not to fay he was there:

Tindall and Mr. Knapton would foon make him repent it. 
Mr. Budvell laughed at his Threats, being well affured that 
twas abfolutely impoMfible two Men of Mr. Tindall’s and 
Mr, Knapton’s -Chara&ters fhould hold a Correfbondence, and 
much more, enter into a Confederacy with fuch a Fellow 
as Curl]. f 

To Mr, Budgell’s taking no Notice of Mr. Curll’s threat- 
— Epiftle, we believe we may truly impute the Publication 
Or a late fenfelefs Pamphlet without Head or Tail; and which 
we hear js given away Gratis. It contains the moft impu- 
dent Falfhoods and Mifreprefentations, both with refpect to 
the Rev. Mr. Tindall and Mr. Budgell, We take this ftupid 
Piece to be CurlPs; we know Mr. Tindall himfelf could

late Dr. Tindall, who repofed an unbounded Confidence in him, 
Mr. Budgell allows us to fay, however, that if it fhould come 
to be xeceary, he does not much doubt but he fhall foon 
have 2 certain noble Perfon’s Permiffion to fpeak much plame 
upon this Affair, than he can with Hononr do as yet. But 
this only Coldnefs between him and Mr. Tindall did not 
Jaft above half an Hour. Mr. Budgell, rather than fay more 
than he ought in Honour to fay, azreed to the ighe/t Terms 
Mr. Timdall had ever propofed to him, and gave him the 
uimto? Faribing he had ever asked or defired. The Agree- 
ment between thefe two Gentlemen was immediately 
drawn up by Mr. Tindall’s own Attorney, by his own 
Direétion, and at his own fole Charce: It was witnefled 
by his faft Friend and Bookfeller Mr. Fobn Knapte, 
and by his own Attorney Mr. Cole in the City.
